Pansies for Next Spring 
Should be Sown Now 


P an sy plants Buch as a re sold 
In flower in early spring m a y be 
grow n quite easily by the gardener 
who has a cold fram e. 
The seed 
is sown in late su m m er in a seed 
bed which can be shaded and w a­ 
tered. 
Seed of one of the giant strains 
should be obtained if one w ants 
large flowers. 
If sm all flowers are 
preferred,, the so-called tufted or 
Scotch pansies will do better, Vio­ 
las m a y also be given the sam e 
treatm en t. 
A ll pansies are m e m ­ 
bers of the viola family, but the 
n a m e pansy is applied to those 
w hich h ave “ faces.” 
If you have a seed bed m a d e of 
fine soil shaded with a canopy of 
cheesecloth o r lath, and which can 
be w atered, sow the seed in rows. 
lf you have no such seed bed p re­ 
p a re a flat shallow box full of sifted 
soil in the usual m an n er and sow 
the pansies in that. It can be placed 
in a shady spot and kept well w a­ 
tere d until the seedlings appear. 
In sowing spread the seed thinly. 
Mix sand with it if n ecessary to be overm anured, 
b u t should

p rev en t overcrowding. 
If the seeds light and friable and reasons iy 
are toe thick it will be difficult to fertile.

Please restrict the number and length 


of local calls, too, especially from party- 


line telephones.
